pal lias ri'storoil to us ;i va.sl mass of 
litoraturo aiid supjilii'd Uiug loHt eliap 
ters in tlio history, niytbology and 
science of the world. Tt has al.so [irov 
od to UH lliat, val liable a.s these rocord.s 
are, we have in tbeni but kccoiuI ami 
third editiouH of works lirst eoniiiilcil 
by the Hcribus in the liliiary cities of 
Babylonia. Tbo di.scovery of frag- 
incnt," led A.s.syriologi.sts to hope that 
the c.vplorer would be able to recover 
from the ruins of tiie citie.s of C'lialdea 
tljo older versioua of tlie Assyrian te.xts, 
and the expedition of 1S80-1, wliiL-li 
Mr. linssani just lOiuliiiieil, has so 
far met their wishes in that, from tin' 
ruin.s of the temples and palaco.s of 
IJabylon, IJorsijjpa, Sippra aiul Uutlia 
he brings reoord.s ami copie.s of religious 
texts, sonic of which will no doubt fur 
nifih the required t'lialdoan vcrsion.s. 
Kroiii the earlicsL days of .Mesopotauiian 
travel the t<|)ade of the explorer ha.s been 
applied to the ruins of Babylon. 
Strange as it may seem, altlunigh for 
more than three centuries the ruins 
have heen known and visited, and for 
centurieK the Arab Li'ick merclianis 
have been digging aiiiid its ruins for 
brick.'i, it is only within the la.st few 
years that records of iuiportaiicc have 
been recovered. Willi the exception of 

Tiior-s.vNus or iiuH iis 
Bearing the names and titles of 
Nebuchailno/.zar, and I'linki.'rs insi'ribed 
with the records of lciii]iles and luUaces 
built or re.stored liy the builderking and 
Ills .successors, no record of historical 
or scientilic imjiortance lias been re- 
covered from amid the ruins. But tbr 
vear 1871 began a new era in l>aby- 
loiiiim explorations, for from that time 
on there has been a routiiuinus tlow of 
inscriptions and reconls froin thi' 
treasure-house of the city ; and we now 
know much more of the popular life of 
Babylon and itn people than after 
vears of study we have been able tu 

ascertain reprartling Nineveh from mon- , ,. , ^ . ^ , , 

nnienbs and" ecords. The tabl.-t.s found | ''3''^ ^"Y very nuportaut^ names, ^only 
by the Arabs in 1871-;' were purchaKcil 
by the late Cioorge Siiiilli fur the 
Trustees of tlio liritish .Museum, and 
the subsequent finds made by Mr 
Ra.ssam have added liundredH to this 
branch of the colloctipn, so that of this 
class of tablets there are now more 
'.iiHii ,3,000 examples in the IJritisli 
Museum. Thesi; t.'iMes show that for 
a long period, jiroljiibly seve ral ceii 
turies, the family ef the Beni Egibi 
were the leading eoniinercial firm of 
Babylon, and to them waseonfidcil all 



1 royal lecord of the Peisiaii eouipiernr, 
j and, lastly, an in.scribed record of tln' 
I last great victor who entered liabylon- 
Ale.Kandor of ^faccdon. The scarcity 
of stone in Babylonia, and the e.xten 
sivo use of bricks, reiulered the ruins 
of Babylonian palaces not fruitful liekls 
1 forthecxplorer in architectural remain.-^, 
i in the ruins of the Kasr or " palac • 
'. mound, Mr, ilassam Ims found cham- 
bers and corridors which formed part 
of the i-oy.a! ri'sii-lence of the KiiiLjs of 
IJabylon. The use of plaster aiul 
painted bricks as decorations in these 
chambers aflbrds strong supjiort to the 
I stuteiiient.s of the lireek writer as to 
the mode of decorating the royal 
residences of Babylon. On the e.^- 
Ircnie north of the Babylon, and jiartly 
without the enceinte, is the large 
iiioimd called by the natives the Babel 
' nioimd. Kxea\ atioiis niado iiere iiave 
I brought to light the remains of exton- 
I sive hydraulic works, wells and con- 
duits, lined with stones, and 
evident Iv eoniii'ctcil with the haiphrates. 
The ili.-.eoverv of the remains would 
seem lo indicate I hat here hud .siood (he 
hanging g.ardeiis, built by the Babylon- 
' iaii King for his .Median tjueen, and 
^ the supposition receives adilitional sup 
[lort fiom the recovery of a small in 
.scribed tablet, which clearlv proves 
the fondness of liie I'.abylonian Kings 
for horlicuktii-e. .\ scribe atl.aelied to 
oiu'iif llie palace or tein[ilc libraries of 
Pialnhuda has transmitted tons a list 
of the gardens or paradises of the liaby 
Ionian nionaivli, Merodachbaladan, tlie 
I coleiiipiirary of Sargon, .'^eiuiaclieib and 
llezekiaii. This monarch appears to 
lia\e liren a lavi;,b iiatron of liortieul- 
line, fur the list furnishes the names 
of more than sixty gardens ami parka 
in and about Babylon constructed by 
(he royal order. Leaving Babylon we 
now cross the Ea[ilirates, and pass 
suutliwcst to glance at the work which 
has been carried out on the ruins of the 
' Dir.") M iniroud, the traditional site of 
TUH Towr.it 01' n.Miici., 
r>ut really the ruins of the seven staged 
Ziggiiart, or oljservatory tower of the 
Hieiit tem]de of Nebo at Borsippa. Ex- 
, eavations in the Birs have brought to 
light seven chambers of the ancient 
temple, and al.so allbrded much inform 
alien regarding the construction of the 
si:iL;e tower. From this site ^Mr. Uas- 
.saiii liail brought soino fragments from 
the great ma.ss of vitrided bricks, which 
has so long been a puzzle to travellers, 
ami it is to be hoped that some stud 

■ eiil of science may explain the cause of 
this vitrifacLion. Babylon may claim 
lo be the iiiotlier of Nineveh, and the 
cities of As.syi'ia, yel among the cities 
of its own land (here were those which 
could lay claim to far morn ancient 
tradilion.s, and even to being the an 

I cestors of Babylon itself. .Ml students 
of history ;nid antiipiily will welcome 
^ the discovery made by .Mr. Kassamof 
I the site of two of these ancient cities, 
1 whose records and traditions carry us 
far back to the days when, perchance, 
i IJabylon was as vet a " little \-illage." 
' While in the neighborlmod of Bagdad, 
I 'Mr. Jl.assam lieanl from the .\rabs of 
some ruins, on the banks of a half dry 
' canal, called by the Aralis \'usullieh, 
where plenty of " written stones were 
I to be found." The mounds lo which his 
jalteiition was dii'ected were called 

■ Devr, ami were situated on the north 
heml of tlie canal, about .'lO miles smith 
west of r.agdail. Till' le>i ireliclirs 

cut ill the mounds 'lid not briinr to

number of inscribed bricks of 
lime of Nebuchadnezzar, and no 
information was afforded as to the site 
represented by the ruins. Mjtt if the 
mounds of 1 )ey r were drau n blank, a 
more fruitful spot was awaiting the 
touch of the explorer's wand to burst 
forth into a rich harvest of discoveries. 
While working'at Deyr ^Ir. Bassam 
paid a vhsit to the mounds called by 
the Araljs Tell .\\>u llubba, where his 
test trenches scon rc'warded bim for 
the ilisappointmeiU of l)eyr. The 
mounds of .-Vbu II ublia are very exten- 
sive, covering an area of over two miles 
ill circumference, and the position of 
the walls and citadel are cleaidy mark 
eil hv mounds and embank-inents of 
dehri.s. Like most liabylonian ediliees, 
the buildings at Abu llubba are built 
willi the angles to the cardinal points

Ibassam has brought fragments of his- 
torical inscriiitioiis of the last days of 
Nebuchadnezzar, a valuable ^wicis of 
the history of tholast days of the Baby- 
lonian Umpire, e.xtending from the 
seventh year of Nabonidus lo the fall 
of the city before the hosts of (*yru.'t,a 



limo since, j\Ir. llassaiii found the 
memorial records of the builder of the 
groat temple of the A.ssyrian wnr god 
placed in a stone city and buried near 
the altar. The scarcity of stone in 
Babylonia caused the builders of the 
templo at .Vbu llubba to iiiclo.setliorc 
cords in a cist mailo of terra cotta.and to 
bury Ibis beneath the tloor of the 
chamber. The .shaft sunk by the e.v- 
eavators employed: by . Mr.' Rassam 
briHigbfc tliese^reeious records to light, 
and from them we are able lo ascertain 
the name of the temple and city whose 
ruins have been discovered. The (irst 
three lines of the largest of the foun 
dation record bring our speculative 
tlioiiglits to a focus and centre our 
minds on the traditions of one of (be 
most ancient cities of C'hahlea: "To the 
Run-god, the great lonl, dwelling in 
Ibt Para, which is within the citv of 
.Silipara. ' Here, then, we have re- 
stored lo us the ruins and records of a 
city whose traditions go back lo ibe 
days li( fiiie the tlood, when .Visiilhrns, 
by onler of his goil, "buried in Ihe eilv 
of .Sippara of the sun lin^ history of the 
beginning, progress and end of all 
things' antediluvian. And now we 
recover, twenty-seven centuries aftei- 
they were buried, the records of the 
pious restori'rs of this ancient temple. 
Such u di.scovery as this ahvay.s makes 
us inclined todigon in the hopes of lind 
ing the most ancient i-ceords Luried 
there by the ('li.'ddean Noah. There

( )f liabylonian history the city of ''.Siji 
para of the Sun' was a prominent cen- 
Ire of social an:( religious life. The 
excavations, lliereforo, at Abu llubba 
have restored to us the ruins of the 
great tenipleof the sun god, "the House 
of Light,' in the ( 'baldean Heliopoli.s. 
The mnniiments ri-\'cal to us Ihe fact 
that there was a second city of Sip- 
jiara, whose ruins are proiiably marked 
by the muuiuls of Deyo, and was dedi- 
cated to the goddess Anat or Anunit, 
and the two cities of Sipp.ara may l>e 
ideutilied with the cities of Sepharval, 
mentioned by the ll(>brew writer of 
the Second Book of Kings. This dis- 
cinery is greatly enhanceil by the fur- 
tlii-r discoveries mado by Mr. I>a.ssam 
in another grave mound of Mt. L'haL 
ilea. The excavations which the ex- 
plorer made in the mountains of Hubl 
Ibi'abeeni, sonic ten miles east of Baby- 
lon, lia\ing restoreil records which 
]irove that beiiealb these ruins were 
the remains of the tem[>les and palaces 
of the City of Cuiba, one of the great 
theological centres of I'.abylonia. In 
the southern ])ortion of the larger of 
the two mounds at Hubl I braheeni,i\l r. 
Kassam foiinil extensive remains of 
ijuildings, chambers and corridors, ami 
the in.scribed blocks and tablets recov- 
ered i)oint to these edifices as being the 
remains of the great Teninle of Nergal 
and his consort Laz. which was restored 
by the great teni[)lc builder Xebuch- 
adnezzar. T"o the Biblical scholar the 
discoveries of these cities, Sepharval in 
ami futha, isa great gain, for from 
them were brought the men of Sephar- 
valm and the men of (r'utha, who wore 
placed in .Samaria by the Assyrian 
conqueror, Sargo ( 1 1. Kings. x\ii, 21 
.31.) T''lio descendants of these wor 
shijjpers of Adrammb»ech and Anam- 
mciccli, and Nergal, the god of Cutlia, 
are now to be fountl in the small, 
white-robed congrcgalion who gatle'r 
round the high priest '^'al;ub in tin' 
synagogue at .\abliis. The traveller 
who \-isits these lost remnants of the 
seed of Israel may carry bis thoughts 
far back Ix'youd the days of the caj)- 
tivity, into the glare of the past, to the 
days when the ancestors of these men 
made the courts of l!it-Parra echo with 
hymns of praise to the ,Sun,the "lord of 
light and golden rays." The abo\'e is 
the record of an exjilurer's short cam 
paign amid the buried cities of Chaldea, 
and its results are such as lead us to 
lioiie for richer discoveries in tlie future 
from the land where centre all the tra 
ditions of the history and religion of 
Weslerii .-\sia.

Stock raisers 
are well aware that il co.sls as much, or 
even more, in trouble mid expense to 
raise an inferior, scrubby animal as it 
does one of the highest grade. In past 
years old country breeds of horses .such 
as Yorkshire, Suffolk and ]iarlicularly 
Clydesdale were very jiopular for farm 
purposes and heavy work un the jjave 
ments of cities. Now, however, the 
Percheron or Norman home isfust out 
stripping all competitors for public 
favor. This breed is highly spoken of 
by nearly all dealers in N^ew N'ork, 
Chicago and large eastern ciiie:., .anil 
.-\inericau and Canadian farruer ; ii-i' 
recommended to raise iheni for their 
umiabilit}', docility, qiiicd; aclion, good 
feet and excellent feeding qualities. If 
it is not convenient to rai.se thorough 
bred Percherona than a cross lieiween 
the horse and almost any coiuiDon 
mare makes an excellent and very ser 
viceable animal, which relain.s many of 
the good points of the sire. The pro 
vailing, in fact almost universal color of 
this breed is grey; and tin.-? color is re 
tained nearly intact to the eisjhih cross, 
By judicious crossing very cMeUi ni 
roadsters may be obtained, combiidng 
activity, speed atid lightness, bui for 
all sorts of very hea\y work the 
thoroughbred Percheron cannot be e.x 
colled. Clydesdales, although ns heavy 
or perhaps heavier, ai'e not so compact, 
more vicious, indifferent feeilers ami 
have usually thinner .md more lendei' 
feet, and in consequence are nn! such 
general favorites.

A large and very enthusiastic audience 
accompanied Lieut. Fred. Schwatka, U. 
S. A., on his trip to the Arctic regions 
and listened with rapt attention to his 
quiet and unostentatious narration of the 
doings of his party while prosecuting 
their search for the records of the Sir 
.John Franklin party of which previous 
Arctic voyageurs had failed to tind any 
trace. Lieut. Schwatka is a gentleman 
of tine presence and delivered the lecture 
with the ease which familiarity 
with a subject always imparts. On the 
llrst of .lune, 187.^, the little pa^rty of five 
persons, one of -wIkuii was Ksquiimiux 
.Joe — an e\|.erioticed guide - left the har- 
bor of New Vork to begin their search 
for the relics of the bravo ICnglish saihn' 
who with all his expedition, 3;! years be- 
fore, hiid been lost in tho regions of eter- 
nal ice while exploring for tho Northwest 
passage — an ex[)loration which litis from 
first to last eneoiiipasscd the utter des- 
trtictlcn of live cx[)edition3. Tho 
lecturer gtive an interesting des- 
criplimi of tho mode of constructing ice- 
hmises by tho natives and described the 
life within them .as possessing few of the 
discomforts which one not accustomed 
would think insop.irablo from that clas.-i of 
lialiitation. The party [lassod the wilder 
III one of these hoiraos (plito comfortably, 
eiiier'.iiug on fttvorablo occasions to hunt 
reindeer or to prosecute short slcdgo trips. 
W hen they tnially left their ipitirters thero 
wore IS human and 44 brute mouths to 
feed. t)n the journey they killed mtiny 
reiiuleer npoti w hich they subsisted. On 
sovertil occasions they saw wolves chasing 
reindeor, and one iiighl a pack of wolves 
wore about to attack tho dogs of the party 
but were friglitonod otV by Lieut. 
Schwtitkti burning one of Colson's 
signal lights. He de.sciihed the .Arctic 
iniisk-c.ix, which is almost two-thirds the 
si/o of the .•Vmeyictm biiU'alo, but looks 
iniicli linger in consequence of its being 
covered with long, willow-like littir which 
retiches liolow the knees. The party had 
to cut S feel I inches tlirongh solid ice to 
roiieh fresh water. Ho described the 
itipids and rivers which tho cxiicdition 
crossed and with much ptithos referred to 
the linding of the bodies of several ofhcers 
and many men nf the Franklin party. In 
one grave he found a skeleton and around 
llleliones.a medtil illscribeil tis having 
been awarded to .loliu living in bSo.'! for 
nitillienial ictil e\ccllence. .lohn Irving 
wtis od lieiiuii.int of II. M. S. Terror. 
This grave, in coimiion with till other 
graves of the ptirty, had been rilled; but 
the bonoH of Lieut. Irving were collected 
ami jilaced in a boi, brought to New 
'idrk and afterwards handed over to tho 
Piritisb goveiiiiiuMii. by whom thoy wore 
iiili'ifod III Scotlaml. A large number of 
skeletons were collected and decently in- 
lerred by Lieut. Schwatka's party and 
luimeroiis relics were recovered. A tin 
box which contained tho coveted 
records of the party wore (!xamined, but 
the [lapors It had contained had been 
destroyed by the Kxipiiuiaiix in ignorance 
of their value. During the sledge joiiiiiey 
the party oxperioncod weather that was 
103* below tho freezing iiuint —the coldest 
ever recorded by white men in the field — 
without sutVoritig severe frostbites or 
great discomfort. It was the first Arctic 
itxpeditioii thtit htid subsisted entirely on 
tho game of the locality, and that had 
dopondcd upon the stiine source for its 
clothing. Itmtidc the longest sledge jinirney 
ever made — ;i'_'.")l statiiti' miles and lasting 
11 months and 20 days. Lieut. Schwatka 
attributed the freedom of the expedition 
from sickness t(j the fact that they ate tho 
country food tmd wore tho country skins 
and furs. The furs of animtils of the tem- 
perate zone would liavo been altogether 
insutlicient to keep out the cold. The 
failure of previous expeditions might be 
traced to their not follow ing this rule. In 
apoaking of the intensity of the cold Lieut. 
Schwatka stiid thtit a thick vapor rose from 
tlio boilies of the party as lliey moved 
tmd that tho preseiiee of herds of icindoer 
and mnsk-oxon can be detei led live or 
six miles away by llio vapor which their 
bodies thio.v oil' in cxtremoly cold weath- 
er. The ptirty before loaviiig gave de- 
( tinl burial to every member of the rank - 
lin ptirty. .\t the coucltision of the 
address tho gtdlaiil. lectiiror was 
loudly cheered by his audience. The 
above is a very iin|)erfect outline nf a 
moat eloquent and instructive lecture. 
Those- present appeared to regard 
it tis a privilege lo meet the 
hero of this famous .\rctic expe- 
dition tmd to hetir ffi'in his own lips a 
nturalioii of his adventures under cir- 
cumsttiiiees fraught with so much inter- 
est to the Fnglishspcaking races. H;id 
Lieut. Schwatka been an Englishman his 
achievements WDiild have earned him 
liroinotion. and a title. Hon. Allen 
Prancis, P. S. Consul, who iiitroiliiced 
llie loetiircr, occupied a seat on the stage. 
Lieut. .Schwatka will leave to morrow via 
I'liget Sound for Oregon.
